Can Carter get their an on wages ifthe government's out to nail them? ' 
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hat goddamn Carter," Teamsters 

umen general president Frank Fitzsim- 
mons roared to me during an interview last 
year, as he mourned the demise of Richard 
Nixon. As President, Nixon had courted 
Fitzsimmons with gifts ranging from in- 
scribed golf balls to White House recep- 
tions to the scuttling of at least one crimi- 
nal investigation in California in which 
Fitzsimmons himself had been a target. 

Lately, Frank Fitzsimmons has been 
buck to the White House. He hasn't met 
President Carter, but he's huddled three 
times with top White House aides. The 
Teamsters and Fitzsimmons are the key to 
the success of President Carter's voluntary 
anti-inflation program. They are the na- 
tion's largest union, claiming 2.3 million 
members (half a million more than the 
number-two United Auto Workers). And 
their maior trucking contract is the first 
big wage pact coming up for negotiation 
since Carter announced his program. 

In size and impact, it's also the most 
important contract negotiated nationally. 
Most products are trucked or warehoused, 
so increased costs in trucking or warehous- 
ing will raise the cost of everything from 
cars to comfiakes to caskets. 

The national master freight agreement, 
as it's called, expires on April 1, and negc- 
tiations between the powerhouse union and 
the trucking industry begin this month. In 
the last contract, in 1976, Fitzsimmons 
wor a 34.4-percent wage, pension, and 
benefit increase spread over three years. 
The Carter pian calls for him to accept 7 
percent a year for the next three years. 

So Jimmy Carter may want to call Fitz. 
simmons into the Oval Office soon and 
pour on some of that one-on-one hand- 
holding that worked for him at Camp Da- 
vid. “Mr, Fitzsimmons,” he might say, “I 
know you're a patriotic American. And 
now you have a chance to £o down in 
history us a great statesman of the Ameri- 
can labor movement. Please help me help 
Gur country through this ensis * 

Why is this in a law column? Because at 
the sure time Carter and his anti-intlation 
people may be turning on the charm with

Fitzsimmons, the legal apparatus of the ` 


United States is climbing all over Fitzsim- 
mons and his union. Across the country, 
several time bombs—federal criminal in- 
vestigations and civil suits directed at Fitz- 
simmons and the Teamsters-—could go off 
any minute and destroy any hope Carter 
has of making his program work. 


Quppose, for example, that a few weeks 
before the contract expires, Fitzsim- 
mons is named by Jimmy Carter’s Justice 
Department as a co-conspirator in the 
murder of Jimmy Hoffa. My recently pub- 
lished book on the Teamsters reported that 
the FBI has two informants who told them 
that Fitzsimmons had met the week before 
Home 1975 murder with Detroit orga- 
nized-crime figures Raffael Quasarano and 
Peter Vitale, who, in 1975, operated a pri- 
vate sanitation company in Hamtramck, 
Michigan. According to government and 
organized-crime sources and FBI docu- 
ments, it is at that sanitation company 
where Ioffa's body was disposed of—"by 
means,” according to a draft of an FUL 
affidavit, “of a shredder, compactor and/ 
or incinerator.” And the FRI suspects that 
Fitzsimmons's meeting with the two orga- 
nized-crime figures who own the shredder- 
incinerator plant might have been held to 
plan the disposal of Hoffa's body. (Fitz- 
simmons absolutely denies there was such 
a meeting, but FBI documents plug the 


reliability of their sources and note that he 


gave an account of his whereabouts in De- 
troit that was inconsistent. with indepen- 
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ten-hour gap between the time he says he 
Bot to his motel in Detroit and the time the 
motel's records say he eot there. It's dur- 
ing this ten-hour period that the meeting 
allegedly took place.) 


n the last three weeks, the FBI and a 

federal organized-crime strike force in 
Detroit have stepped up their investigation 
of Quasarano and Vitale, issuing, in the 
words of one federal agent, “subpoenas all 
over Detroit for information about them.” 
The renewed investigation is said to be 


-Teamsters-related but not directly connect- 


ed to the Hoffa case, although, as one 
investigator put it, “more information on 
the Hoffa thing is definitely a possible by- 
product.” For three years, the entire Hoffa 
investigation has been a series of tangential 
investigations that hope to get something 
else on the Hoffa suspects that will force 
them to talk about the Hoffa case. 

Meantime, Chuckie O'Brien, the Team- 
sters hanger-on who every investigator 
thinks was driving the car in which Hoffa 
was abducted, is about to go off to jail for 
other federal violations. O'Brien, who’ has 
always been the Hoffa-murder-case suspect 
most likely to crack under government 
prodding, knows that prison isn't a safe 
place for someone who can finger the orga- 
nized-crime people involved in the Hoffa 
murder and who is thought to be suscepti- 
ble to government pressure to talk. If he 
cracks, the entire (reif case, including 
Fitzsimmons's possible role, could be 
blown wide open. 

Fitzsimmons's being pulled into the 
Hoffa case because of the stepped-up Qua- 
sarano-Vitale investigation or O'Brien's 
approaching dilemma is the most spectacu- 
la: hand grenade that the Carter Justice 
Department could serve up during the 
Teamsters contract negotiating period. But 
it's hardly the only one, I've been told of 
federal organized-crime prosecutors ag- 
gressively pursuing investigations against 
the Teamsters union and its leaders in De- 
troit, Las Vegas, Miami, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Washington, and New York. In 
all cases, the targets are Fitzsitimons’s ase 
sociates and the organized-crime people to 
whom he has been beholden since he took 
over the union presidency. Iu at least two 
instances—geand jury proceedings in Las 
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Vegas and Detroit involving Teamsters 
pension-fund loans during the time Fitz- 
simmons was a trustee of the scaudal-rid- 
den Central States Pension Fund—Fitz- 
simmons himself is reportedly a target. 
What if the Carter Justice Department 
blows open the gangster fronting, with 
Teamster pension loans, of Las Vegas casi- 
nos one of those mornings when Fitzsim- 


i mons is being courted by the White 


House? What if he's subpoenaed to testify 
before two or three grand juries? What if 
he's indicted? 7 

Then there’s the Carter Labor Depart- 
ment. At the same time the Carter Admin- 
istration is soliciting Fitzsimmons's coop- 
cration, its Labor Department is suing 
Fitzsimmons and other top Teamsters who 
have been trustees of the Central States 
pension fund for tens of millions of dollars 
the department claims they lost through 


negligent or corrupt lending practices. Ad-- 


ditional investigations aimed at gathering 
evidence for more lawsuits are active, espe- 
cially one attempt to nullify a lucrative 
contract held by Chicagoan Allen Dorf- 
man to handle claims for the Central 
States Health and Welfare Fund. Dorfman 
is a convicted pension-fund kickback taker 
and one of the key mob operatives who 
calls the shots for Fitzsimmons. 

Even more immediately, the Labor De- 
partment, under the 1974 pension reform 
act, is responsible for making sure pension 
funds are handled responsibly. Toward 
that end, they've forced the Teamsters to 
have Equitable Life Assurance Society do 
the first honest count of how much is real- 
iy in that fund (and how much has been 
looted out of it). The preliminary results 
reportedly are that there's so much money 
missing that the Labor Department will 
have to force the Teamsters either to cut 
back on the pensions now being paid out 
(lest the fund go dry) or get the trucking 
and warehouse companies to kick in more 
money in the upcoming contract just so the 
pensions will stay the same. In other 
words, while the Carter White House will 
be telling Fitzsimmons to hold off on his 
demands for increased benefits (the 7-per- 
cent-increase ceiling in the Carter program 
is supposed to include wages and benelits), 
the Carter Labor Department may tell 
Fitzsimmons that he has to get an increase 
in pension benefits. 
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he conflicts here are so extreme that 
Lo Secretary Ray Marshall has ac- 
tually removed himself from all Carter Ad- 
ministration discussions with the Team- 
sters and Fitzsimmons on compliance with 
the anu-inflation program. : 
“How do you handle the problem that 
what vou do—even the timing of it—could 
torpedo the whole anti-inflation pro- 
gram?” I asked a key Labor Department 
aide. "Prayerfully," he replied. ; 
The Teamsters, however, are doing 
more then praying. According to another 
aid to Labor Secretary Marshall, “In the 
last two weeks, we've received unmistak- 


able signals from the Teamsters that they 
want to talk about a deal tying our lawsuits 
to the inflation program. But we're not 
dealing. We're obligated to continue our 
legal action. Even if it ruins the anti-infla- 
tion program.” ` f 


Be at the Justice Department, Ter- 
rence Adamson, special assistant to At- 
torney General Griffin Bell, takes pains to 
point out that decisions on whether to call 
a grand jury witness or to indict someone 
have now been insulated from all White 
House or other outside interference by 
means of a series of elaborate post-Water- 
gate procedural safeguards. In fact, even 
the attorney general's involvement in such 
Straight prosecutorial decisions is regarded 
as so potentially suspect that it now must 
be reported and explained publicly. If Fitz- 
simmons or any other Teamster were to be 
indicted during this delicate time, Adam- 
son explained (while not acknowledging 
officially that any were being investigated), 
“Then that’s just the way the cookie 
crumbles.” 
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Indeed, no FBI, strike-force, or Labor 
Department investigator 1 talked to at any 
level hinted, even off the record, that there 
had been the slightest trace of pressure 
from anyone to let up on Fitzsimmons and 
the Teamsters. Of course, Fitzsimmons, 
his sense of Oval Office ethics drawn most- 
ly from the Nixon era, might figure that a 
tacit deal will fali into place. But the inten- 
sity of these investigations is now such that 
every day he'll get some sign from some- 
where else around the country—a grand 
jury subpoena to a friend, a requested La- 
bor Department interrogatory, or whai- 
ever—that this isn’t likely. Indeed, the suit 
to get mobster Dorfman out of the health 
and welfare fund was filed two days before 
the last Teanistecs-White House meeting. 

Also, Fitzsimmons has got to remember 
that he fell into that trap of assuming a 
tacit deal with the Carter people in 1977, 
when he succumbed to the Labor Depart- 
ment's pressure to resign his trusteeship of 
the Central States fund only to have them 
sue him for past bad loans anyway. Be- 
sides, with Carter aware of Fitzsimmons's 
reputation and possible vulnerability in 
these investigations, he's not likely ta be as 
personally seductive with Fitzsimmons as 


Nixon was. (Dare Carter even have his 


picture taken with a man who's being sued 
for pension-fund fraud by his own labor 


department and who might be indicted | 


sometime soon?) 


While Carter will be 


wooing Fitzsimmons, 
tne Labor Department 


will besuing him for 
| pension-fund frauds. 
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There are other factors pushing Fitzsim- . 
nions not to yield to the President's appeal, 
Every Teamster insider expects. Fitzsim- 
mons, now seventy, to retire long before 
the next contract comes up in 1982. A 
fiercely proud man who fias never been 
able to Keep the continuing barrage of bad 
press and the endless comparisons with 
Jimmy Hoffa from hurting his ulcer and 
his pride, Fitzsimmons will no doubt waat 
to cap his career with a hefty contract. 
“Hoffa would not have knuckled under to 
any President, especially one who's 
prosecuting him," one Teamsters vice- 
president told me recently, “and you can 
bet a lot of us will be telling Fitz that.” If . 
they don't, vocal dissidents within the 
union will; they're demanding an extensive 
set of benefits and work-rule changes that 
would push the cost of the new contract 
far above Carter’s 7-percent ceiling. 
Finally, there’s the Roy Williams factor. 
Williams, who's a Teamster vice-president 
and suspected organized-crime operative 
from Kansas City, will be handling the 
nuts-and-bolts negotiations. In fact, many 
believe lie has more say about the contract 
than Fitzsimmons has. He’s trying might- 
ily to position himself for the presidency 
when Fitzsimmons bows out. In the Team- 
sters union, the way to do that is not to be 
known as someone who “knuckled under.”
